Remarks 

By the foregoing amendments, claims 1, 11, 16, 20, 21, and 29 have been 
amended, claims 30-39 have been added, claims 5 and 6 have been canceled, and the 
paragraph of the specification found at page 6, line 5 has been amended to correct an error in 
the description of methane dyes. The correction to the specification at page 6, line 5 and the 
original error are easily recognizable to one skilled in the art, and accordingly, the 
amendment does not add new matter. See, In re Oda, 443 F.2d 1200 (C.C.P.A. 1971 ), and 
M.P.EJP. § 2163.07, Subsection II. Support for the new claims is found in claims 1-6, 16-17, 
22, and 26-28 as originally filed and elsewhere throughout the specification. Support for the 
amendments to claims 1,16, 20, 21, and 29 can be found at claims 1, 5-6, 8-15, and 34 as 
originally filed, at page 13, lines 3-23 of the specification, and elsewhere throughout the 
specification as originally filed. Claim 1 1 has been amended to remove the recited 
trademark/trade names that were identified in the examiner's official action. 

Claims 1 and 29 have been amended to recite "a colored pigment wherein the 
color of said colored pigment is substantially unaffected by a reducing agent selected from 
the group consisting of a sulfite reducing agent, a bisulfite reducing agent, and combinations 
thereof.** The amendments to claims 1 and 29 have been made to recite a combination of 
distinguishing elements in common with claims 5 and 6 of the originally filed application, 
which the examiner found to present allowable subject matter. Allowance of claims 1-4 and 
7-29 on this basis is respectfully requested. 

Each of the new independent claims 30-34, and 36 recite a combination of 
distinguishing elements in common with claims which the examiner found to contain 
allowable subject matter (claims 3-4, 6, 17, and 21-28), including any distinguishing elements 
found in any intervening claims. See page 5 of September 24, 2004 Official Action. In 
particular, claim 30 is based on claim 17 (which depends from claims 1 and 16), claim 31 is 
based on claim 3 (which depends from claims 1 and 2), claim 32 is based on claim 4 (which 
depends from claims 1 and 2), claim 33 is based on claim 21 (which depends from claim 1), 
claim 34 is based on claim 22 (which depends from claim i), and claim 36 is based on claim 
25 (which depends from claim 1 ). It is submitted that new claims 30-39 are allowable, and 
entry and allowance of claims 30-39 is respectfully requested. 
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of twenty and five new independent claims in excess of three, and any other additional fee 
due in connection with this amendment to Deposit Account No. 13-2855. 

Conclusion 

In view of the foregoing amendments and remarks, allowance of all pending 
claims 1-4, and 7-39 is respectfully requested.
